IL TERMS OF REFERENCE 
The appointment of this Special 
Committee by Senate was prompt- 
ed by reports from the Athletics 
Investigating Committee of the 
Students' Executive Council and a 
Committee of the Women's Union.

Winnipeg, February IB.— (CUP.) 
—Fire destroyed the tpo floor of 
the Campus Co-operative Limited, 
recently, the student co-operative 
residence at the University of Ma- 
nitoba. 

Though there wks no loss of life, 
the blaze which occurred at super 
time, completely ruined the per- 
osnai clothes of six students, with 
the exception of the garments they 
were wkearing ta the time. In ad- 
dition,, the year's lecture notes and 
text book were lost. 

A plea; askong for accommoda- 
tion for the victims, was broadcast 
over . the local Winnipeg station, 
CJOB, and many residents res- 
ponded. The executive ot Campus 
Co-operative Limited is making an 
effort to replace scarce text books 
in the following subjects: science, 
calculus, sociology, physics, geo- 
logy, psychology, and English. 

The prompt, efficient action of 
The City Fire' Department saved 
th first two stories from all but 
minor smoke and water damage.

McGill Course* 



One of the basic needs ol the 
child in grappiing'With the problem 
of growing up is the development 
of an adequate conscience, said Dr. 
Baruch Silverman In the first of 
the series ot lectures on Education 
and Mental Health last night 

Dr. Silverman,' Director ot ' the 
Mental Hyigene Institute, was the 
first speaker in a scries of exten- 
sion lectures— Education and Men*, 
tal Health— sponsored by the Mc- 
Gill Department ot Education and 
the Institute. Tiiesc lectures are 
being given every Wednesday 
evening at 8.00 p.m. In the Audi- 
torium of the High School.of Mont- 
real. 

Talking on "Behaviour Problems 
and Mental Health", Dr. Silverman 
began by mentioning the common 
alms of education and mental 
hygiene— the development of 
healthy, trained minds, and of emo- 
tionally stable and well rounded 
personalities. Behaviour problems 
are Just as important as physical 
Ills and they usually resolve into 
three types: the aggressive child, 
the over-timid child, and the neu- 
rotic child who solves his difficul- 
ties by physical ailments such as a' 
headache. 

Such difficulties can be prevent- 
ed in the main,, he declared, if t)icy 
are recognized in the early, stages 
and effectively treated.- .Some 
means by which these difflQulties 
can be fbrcstailed are to under- 
stand the child more completely, to 
constiWl^ try to improve the edu- 
catlon^d system for the benefit of 
the chip, and for the teacher tiTset 
an example with his own person- 
ality. I 

Frequently behaviour . problems 
are a result ot trbulile at home'such 
as over-indulgent, or indifferent 
parents. Dr. Silverman continued. 
One of the persistent problems of 
the child 15 the' development of an 
adequate conscience. The best 
means of doing this is to tie the 
child emotionally when he is 
young to someone who can set a 
good example, such as the ^parents 
or the teacher. Learning proceeds 
most rapidly when th6 experience 
is pleasant, every attempt should 
thus be made to give the child ap- 
probation atid recognition of his 
efforts. A possible improvement in 
the system would be to give the 
studejit, mental. and personality ex- 
aminations 9s well as health check- 
ups. The same lests could be ap- 
plied to the .' selection of teachers. 

In conclusion Dr. Silverman ad-

Univ. Figures 
Are Released 
By Registrar 



The figures released today from 
the registrar's office show (he rec- 
ord total of 12,723 students In ail 
branchés of the University's activi- 
ties. Of this number, 8,2^9 were 
in degree and diplonik courses, 
1,599 followed courses in the Eve- 
ning Accountancy Division of the 
School of Commerce, the French 
Summer School and the summer 
courses in the Arts and Science 
Faculty (civilians only), while 
2,885 attended Extension Lectures. 

The 8,239 enrolment for degrees 
and diplomas is three times the 
normal level, and included 1,265 
students in Art£, 1,517 in Science, 
854 In Commerce, and 1,557 in En- 
gineering. ' In the Faculty of Medl- 
ine the enrolment Is not greater 
than normal numtwrs of tlie. last 
twenty years, since it il restricted 
to the clinical facilities available. 
The 'Faculty of Law enrolled ISO 
students, Agriculture had 294 for 
the degree and 74 for the diploma, 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Research -Included^ 100 more 
than last year, or the record of 487 
students for the higher . degrees, 
and- corresponding' increases ' were 
observed throughout'- the Univer- 
sity. 

Of. the Canadian students, there 
were ill from Alberta, 201 from 
British Columbia, 116 from Mani- 
toba, 120 from Saskatchewan, 1 
from the Yukon; and, turning east, 
934 from Ontario, 207 from Nova 
Scotia, 54 from Prince Edward 
Island and 192 from New Bruns- 
wick. This total of 1,956 is three 
times the number who normally 
enrolled at McGill before the war. 

32 students came from Great 
Britain, 10 from India, 197 from the 
British ^est Indies and Caribbean. 
3 from Briitsh Honduras, 56 f^om 
Newfoundland, and there were 
representatives from .East Africa, 
South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand. 'The total of 33C from the 
United States is not greater than 
normally. Other foreign countries 
represented are: Belgium, China, 
France, Greece, Holland, Iceland, 
Luxembourg, Norway, Portugal, 
Switzerland, Turkey and Yugosia- 
via. 

Ot the above 8239 regular stu- 
dents, 3050, 'or 48 per cent, are vet- 
erans and 6161 are men and 2078 
are women ' students.

The humanities, the social 
sciences, law. engineering, medi- 
cine, pharmacy, and dentistry, are 
among the schools offering under- 
graduate and post-graduate courses 
at this state university' In Val- 
paraiso. Also mentioned in the cal- 
endar is a school of vetemary 
science and departments of fine 
and applied art. 

In Chile the university term runs 
from . March to December, so Mc- 
Gill students who would like to 
avail themselves of this scholarship 
exchange' are asked to communi- 
cate with Mr. Matthews, the Regis- 
trar, without delay. Students wljl 
have to pay their own straveiling 
expenses. , ; . . .'

Facts of Case 

SEC Appointed Two Inquirers 

1. Complaints were brought before the .S.E.C. concerning unsub- 
stantiated allegations of "Communist infiltration" into. McGlll student 
government activities as exemplified by "the obvious Communist . in- 
fluence shown by the McGlll. delegation of the National Conference of 
Canadian University Students held at Toronto December 26-30, 1946". 
. 2. TlTese allegations were said to have originated at a regular meet- 
ing of a university student club. 

3."^ The S.E.C. directed two Council members to enquire privately ot 
the Chairman ot this meeting concerning the allegations. 
■.'■■4. It was suggested by members of the club in question to représen- 
tatifs of the Council that the club was not a university organization, 
and, that the S.£.C. had therefore no interest in one. of Its meetings 

. 5. The two Council members reported that, they were unable de- 
cisively to ascertain what had occurred but that the Chairman of the 
club meeting wished to discuss the matter with the Council. 

6. Accordingly, a letter was sent by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
S.E.C. to the chairman of the particular club meeting (the club's pres- 
ident) confirming the verbal invitation to discuss the matter with the 
Council and clearing up any niisapprehension regarding the relation- 
ship between, the Club and the Council. This letter follows: 
Dear,Mr..Hemens: ' . x 

. At .the last meeting of the Students' Executive Council one of the 
members- of the Council brought up the question of the relationship of 
the Newman Club at McGlll University and the Students' Executive 
Council, and I was asked to advise you that on January Sth, 1043, at the 
request of the Newman Club at McGlll University this club became an 
approved club duly registered \vith the Principal. 

There has been some discussion. on the eampus with reference to 
remarks made by Miss MacLean in an address to the Newman 'Club a 
few weeks ago. 

The Council invites you to be present at their meeting next Monday, 
February 17th, In the McGill Union at 8 o'clock, in order that you may 
help^ the Council to secure as far as possible the facts with refeKnce to 
the rvnarks made by the above 'mentioned speaker.

7. To the astonishment of the Council a distorted version ot the 
whole matter appeared before the general public via press and radio 
tiie day of the scheduled meeting with (he Club President. 

8. Nevertheless, the discussion with the Club president. that. evening 
seemed to progress satisfactorily. Council members expressed sympathy 
wi^h.the Club president's position. The' following motion (as extracted 
from the Council meeting's minutes) was unanimously passed by the 
Council as a result Mr. Hemens was present during the passing ot this 
motion and actually entered Into the wording ot it, particularly re- 
questing, its. last sentence. This was done as a. special concession. to make 
sûre that he would consider tlîë action taken as fair from the Club's

Moved by Mr. Ronson and secondèd;bî^iyte.^MèàdeV';That thé Council 
accept' Mr. Hemens' statement regardnj^tKe address of Miss Mclean 
at the Newman Club on January 10, and that the Council accepts Mr.

Hemen's Stotement 

The Nevraian Club at McGlll Uni- 
verslty makes the following official 
protest to the Student Executive 
Council of McGlll University: 
-Hie- Newmaii Club feels that 'a 
smear 'campaign has been conduct- 
ed against it and against its offi- 
cers on the pretext of remarks al- 
legedly made concerning Commun- 
ism -at McGill by 'a guest speaker 
at^a recent meeting. 
. The 'Newman Club reaffirms Its 
own right to free -speech and As- 
sociation and it accords the same 
right to all those who address its 
meetings, without prejudice to the 
right çf anyone to proper recourse 
against such speakers should such 
action be judged warranted. At 
the same time It assumes no res- 
ponsibility for any action or words 
of ' anyone except ot its o^^n of- 
ficers acting in their official capa- 
city.. In this respect it differs in no 
way from any - other club on the 
canynis ' and it demands that its 
position , be : equally respected. 

For this reason the Newman Club 
yijSWB with considerable regret and 
protests against the attitude of the 
Student Executive Council,, first, in 
listening to the unsubstantiated ac- 
cusations of certain individuals and,- 
seeondly, of acting thereon, as evi- 
denced in the' letter received by the 
President of the Newman Club 
summoning him to appear before 
the> S.E.C.^ the- first paragraph of 
which was written; according to re- 
liable information, because the 
Newman. Club hit unjustly and 
falsely been accused of flAintlng 
the authority ot the S.E.C. and the 
Jurisdiction of the latter over the 
Newman Club In aceordanoi'fwlth 
the legitimate rules governing stud- 
ent relationships. No accusation 
could be more false ' because the 
Newman Club prides itself on its 
deference to legitimale authority 
wherever It is found, whether at 
the University or In the legitimate 
government of. thV country, and to 
liken it, even by implication, to

^Il^es Statement 
Rapping Newman " 
Club 

.To clarify a situation wliich 
has gone completely beyond its 
normal bounds, the Students' 
Executive Council yesterday 
drcm up a statement in regard 
to allegations which have ap- 
peared about that body in the . 
press and on the radio. In parti- 
cular, the Council has taken ex- , 
ccption to the supposed Red 
influence wliich has been alleged 
on tlic NFCUS delegation from 
McGill to the National Confer- 
ence last Christmas. 

Such Influence was declared at a 
recent speech before the Newman 
Club; which untruths were not 
checked there. As a result of the 
connection between .the S.E.C. and 
the NFCUS delegation, which is 
first approved by the governing 
body, the S.E.C. suggested that 'the 
president of the Newman Club dis- 
cuss the matter with them a^ a 
regular meeting. The facts of the 
rest of the case appear in the ad- 
joining columns on this page. The 
delegation Included Alec Ross, Clem 
Beauchamp, Harold Ames, Ted 
Blockley and Ann Ryan. 
' The ■ Council ■ then drew up ■ a 
statement' concerning, this, case 
which appears as follows: 
STATEMENT. . 

'•The Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, has an J unquestionable duty to 
maintain a lively ' interest in the 
dissemination of the truth' concern- 
ing student activity on the'.campifs, 
particularly in respect of its 'own 
officers and delegates. 

Therefore, it desires to ensure 
an effective denial of rumors, no 
matter - what their source, that 
there was "Communistic infiltra- 
tion" into the McGill delegation to 
the N.F.C.U.S. Conference. For' 
reasons best known to himself, Mr. 
Hemens, President of the Newman 
Club, has seen fit to involve the 
S.E.C. in conflict over the Coun- 
cil's discharge of its duties by 
clouding the issue and distorting 
the facts of the case. 

The members of the Council un- 
animously deplore such provoca- 
tive tactics, and cannot too strong- 
ly stress that: 

1. They have never been other 
than fully sympathetic to the alms 
and purposes of the Newman Club, 
as expressed in . their declaration 
filed with the S,E.C. 

2. They have never qu'eslioned 
the right of free speech, either of 
the Newman Club or of any other 
campus club. y 

The Council would be derelict in 
the discharge of its duUes U it did 
not take action whenever possible 
to see that false statements con- 
cerning the University Student 
body, especially before a section of 
the student body, be effectively, 
contradicted..

■ volvès a rclifeious club which has somewhat 
extended its bounds to <hc renlm of politics and 
which has involved the Students Excculive 
Council by implication. The British United 
Press dispatch which precipitated the Daily 
Worker of Tuesday morning at the same time 
mentioned that the Newman. Club was being 
citëd to appear before the Council supposedly to 
answer for the anti-Communist remarks of' a 
guèst speaker. 

Unfortunately, the fuels of (his dispatch as 
well as Éome of the facts of the Club president's 
statement to the Council which appears on page, 
one of today's issue have been somewhat dis- 
torted, and put the Council in a poor light, .libcit 
falsely. The implication of the dispatch was that 
the Council was summoning Mr. Hcmcns to 
castigate him for allowing a guest speaker to 
damn Communists on the campus. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. The speaker 
alleged that the McGill NFCUS dcIcRalion whs 
Communist, a definite slander aRainst those 
members which included the President of the 
Students Society, and two Council members. 
The Council sought to check the rumor from 
spreading and invited Mr. Hemens, who had 
already signified a desire to discuss the matter 
with the Council, to do so. The dav of the meet- 
ing, the B.U.P. dispatch appeared. 'After the dis- 
cussion with the Council, which had been A'cry 
sympathetic to Mr. Hcmcns' position, the latter 
presented the itatcmcnt which is printed on the 
front page and which claimed a smear' campaign 
against the Newman Club. -The statement also 
took the Council (o task for "summoning" ^^r. 
Hemens to apnear before it and also for listening 
to rumors .and of acting* on (hem, which it ob- 
viously must do as the governing body on the 
cimpus. At the same time the stalrrnent was 
released to the press further putting the Council 
in the false light of heiiig opposed to anything 
frhich is opposed to Communism. 
; As à.rewlt, thé Council has decided to lay 
àll thfc facta of the case before the student body 
to allow everyone to Weigh the ervidence and to 
draw their own conclusions. It should he evi- 
dent that the Council at no time encroached on 
the freedom Of speech of any campus club nor 
hss it at any time taken thé offensive in a cam- 
paign against the Newman Cjub, which, on the 
contrary, continued to take action provocative 

I to the Çouncil. , 
• Hére thè matter rests. Much ado has been 
made of a matter which could have been easily 
and quickly settled. We hope that the political 
views of our NFCUS delegation in clear to 
everyone. We hope again that the actions of the 
Couneiinn making all this public is taken in a 
proper préspcctivc of clearing the air once and' 
for all. And ^-e stiggcst that (he Newman Chib 
in future remain what it orisinnllv wns inlmded

DR. HOO-CHI-SAI

On Tuesday evening we were lucky enough to 
meet Dr. Hoo-Chl-Sai, one of the leading men In 
China's foreign service today. Dr. Hoo was speak- 
ing before a mettlng of prominent Montreal citizens. 

Dr. Hoo did not follow the pattern for diplomats 
that we had conjured up in our minds Instead of 
being tall, scrioiis and rather aloof as we had ex- 
pected, we found him of medium height, completely 
Tialursl and with a ready smile. Only In his eyes 
could wc tee the spark of brilliance which has 
earned for him a Ph. D., and the position ot great 
honor and r{sponsiblllty which hé now holds. Dr. 
Hoo' Is certainly a diplomat of thé highest ôrder. 
We were Intent on interviewing him with, an eye 
to obtaining a sketch of his life. His charming, man- 
ner put us so completely at our ease, however, that 
after we left him, we realized that he now knows 
tar more about us than we know about him. From 
what we were able to gather from him shd his 
friends, however. It ws» possible to put together an 
outline ot what Is a fascinating life. 

Dr. Hoo was born in Washington, where his 
father was Chinese ambassador. There he learned 
English and picked up the occidental name "Victor" 
which has remained with him ever sincé. Later when 
his father was moved to a diplomatic post in Russia, 
young Victor Hoo went along. In St. Petersburg, 
capital ot Czarlst Russia, he grew up, and so àdded 
Russian to his growing store of languages. His uni- 
versity career had for location Paris, where he 
studied at the Sorbonne and at L'ecole Libre des 
Sciences Politiques, under the distinguished French 
scholar and authority on. Canada, Prof. Andre Selg- 
frled. There, while earning his doctor's, degree, he 
seems to have found time also to become amàteur 
bdxing .champion ot Paris. 

From France Dr. Hoo returned to China, wherç he 
Immediately entered diplomatic service. He has 
served his cbunlry in the capacity of ■ representative 
In foreign countries, evir sincé.gT(çjt>K. . - 

After service in many of tKê éapùals ot Europe, 
he was given the responsibility ot handling China's 
affairs at the Congress of' the League ot N»Uons. At 
the Ume when T. V. Soong, Uia present prime min- 
ister ot China, was aeUnf as special envoy to the 
United sûtes. Dr. Hoe wfs managing^ affairs at 
home as Associate Fereixn Minister. Dr. «oo aecom- 
panlcd Dr. Soong to Moscow In 1045 where negotia- 
tions were made on the Sino-Russlan Treaty, which 
subsequently brought Russia into the war against 
Japan. Later hs attended the I^arls Peace Conference 
where he ably put forward the Chinese point ot 
view. - ' . «. ' 

Upon iU foundation. Dr. Hoo. was appointed 
Chinese representàUvc to the United Nattons Assem- 
bly. He has been given the posiUon ot one ot the 
five Permanent Assistant Secretaries General, and 

Is now head of the "Department of Trusteeship and 
.Information from Uie Non-self-governing Tèrrltorles." 
Thls'deparlinént will - either supervise or directly 
govern such areas as llie tormer iuilan colonies. 
South West Africa, and perhaps even the hottest spot 
In the world .today — Palestine.

UNDERSTANDING* RENDI- 
TION OF FRENCH MUSIC 

For lovers of French music, Tues- 
day night's concert ot ^IThi ''little 
Symphony" was a real "treat" With 
delicacy and understanding, the or- 
chestra under the able baton of 
Bernard Naylor,' performed five 
selections by five French . compos- 
ers: Berlioz, Faure, Ravel, Duparc 
and Saint-Sacns. 

All the five selections were soft, 
melodious, delicate .with the . ver^ 
genuine feeling maskéd by a' quiet- 
ness, by an elegance wholly French. 
'Le tombeau det. Couperin" by 
Ravel and the Second Symphony of 
Salnt-Saens showed the best play- 
ing of the 'evening. The "Tombeau" 
is a group ot tour dahce-Uké move- 
ments, requiring much grace, 
speed, and control. Thc° second and 
the fourth, movements were, per- 
haps, the best, and outstanding in 
the , latter was thé oboe solo. 

The Saint Saéns Symphony had 
the same characteristics as the 
other sélections played. It Is soft, 
melodious, delicate and rhythmic. 
Mr. Neylor brought out all the un- 
dertones, and gave the selection 
verve and spirit, without losing the 
essential delicacy. 

Miss Rose Goldblatt was soloist 
in Faure;s "Ballade for Piano and 
Orchestra." She showed excellent 
technique, but her Interpretation— 
though consistent throughout — 
lacked spirit. The entrances of the 
orchestra were very well managed; 
they aro unexpected, and very soft 
seeming to come out. whispering 
behind the piano's part. • 

Also on the program were 
"Ouverture de la Fuite en Egypte' 
by Berlioz, and "Aux étoiles, 
cntrc'ncte d'un drame Inédit" by 
Duparc, a selection remlnLsccnt of 
Delius' "Walk to the Paradise Gar- 
den«-" ."They showed, as did the 
other pièces, beauty, delicacy, rap 
Idlty, understanding and sympathe^ 
tic Interpretation. On the whole an 
excellent program, well chosen 
well conducted and performed.

clarification .of . duties and proce 
dure of the SAC would remove the 
necessity of constitutional changes. 

Other briefs submitted by the 
various political clubs asked for a 
student legislature and broader 
disciplinary powers. It was emphas- 
ized that a student legislature was 
essential to provide training in the 
procedures of a democratic form 
of government

3. The spirit of amateurism car- 
ries with it more than this state- 
ment implies. It stands for a high 
sense of"^ honor, fair play and cour- 
tesy on the part of the. participants, 
hosts, giiests, officials and. spec- 
tators. It stoops, to no. petty tech- 
nicalities to twist or avoid, the rules, 
or to take, an unfair advantage .of 
opponents. 

.4. It implies recognition ot the 
fact that well controlled athletic 
competition has a marked influence 
in developing organic vigour, phy- 
sical fitness,' intellectual efficiency, 
moral qualiUes 'and good social 
habits. 

5. This ' Committee looks with 
much disfavor upon the granting 
of "athleUc scholarships", prosely- 
tizing, scouting and subsidization in 
any form. It recommends that all 
scholarships should be considered 
and awarded' by the University 
Committee which Is responsible for 
the.- granting of academic scholar- 
ships. 

6. This Committee is conscious 
of the fact that misguided enthusi- 
asts are frequently responsible for 
actions which jeopardize harmonl- 
oui relationships, create false goals 
and set up undesirable objectives.
